Some time during the year tech¬ 
nicians will come to our school to 
test the general aptitudes and pro¬ 
ficiencies of those students in our 
school who are being trained in typ¬ 
ing and shorthand. Those who qual¬ 
ify among our seniors may enter into 
civil service jobs after graduation. 

Throughout the year Mrs. Reich 
will obtain bulletins from the head¬ 
quarters of various companies and 
organizations regarding specific job 
openings. These openings will be for 
full time and part time work for boys 
and girls in our school, for former 
graduates, for dropouts, and for pre¬ 
sent graduates. 

Particularly in the spring, senior 
students or graduates are referred 
for interviews to various companies 
so that employers may get to know 
them in advance of graduation. Stu¬ 
dents who are planning to work full¬ 
time after graduation are registered, 
interviewed and kept active through¬ 
out the year until they’re placed in 
their qualified field.
